A Formula 3 apareceu pela primeira vez em 
Macau em 1983, com a inauguracao do 
Grande Prémio de Macau de Formula 3 
a ser conquistada pela futura lenda do 
automobilismo: o tricampeao mundial de F1 
Ayrton Senna. Comemorando 4O anos desde 
a sua estreia no Circuito da Guia, o Grande 
Prémio de Macau de Formula 3 esta agora 
firmemente estabelecido como o campo de 
testes para as futuras estrelas e, pela quinta 
vez, 6 designado como a Taca do Mundo de F3 
da FIA. 


A corrida sera disputada pelos carros que 
disputam o Campeonato de F3 da FIA pela 
segunda vez, cada um com um chassis 
Dallara idéntico e um motor Mecachrome 
de seis cilindros e 3,4 litros, naturalmente 
aspirado, com 380 cv. 


Até a data, dez Campedes Mundiais de F1 
correram em Macau no inicio das suas 
carreiras: Ayrton Senna, Damon Hill, Michael 
Schumacher, Mika Hakkinen, Jacques 
Villeneuve, Jenson Button, Lewis Hamilton, 
Sebastian Vettel, Nico Rosberg e Max 
Verstappen. Além disso, 17 dos 22 pilotos 
que participaram num Grande Prémio de F1 
durante 2023 competiram no Circuito da Guia 
durante o inicio da sua carreira.

EDDIE CARVALHO ROBERT RITCHIE : RON HARDWICK 


primeiro Grande Prémio de Macau, 
O disputado no outono de 1954, foi um 

evento muito diferente da extravagancia 
internacional em grande escala a qual 
assistimos hoje em dia. O Grande Prémio desse 
ano contou com quinze carros alinhados na 
grelha para uma partida ao estilo de Le Mans, 
com os pilotos a atravessarem a pista a correr 
para darem inicio a corrida. 


0 Grande Prémio foi ganho pelo piloto portugués, 
residente em Hong Kong, Eddie Carvalho, e nos 
anos seguintes a corrida foi dominada por mais 
pilotos radicados na cidade vizinha de Macau 
- Robert Ritchie (1955), Doug Steane (1956), 
Arthur Pateman (1957). 


No entanto, a medida que a década de 1950 
se aproximava do fim, tudo estava a mudar 
e o Grande Prémio comecava a atrair mais 
participantes internacionais. Em 1958, Chan Lye 
Choon, de Singapura, foi o primeiro vencedor 
“vindo de fora”, o primeiro vencedor chinés. 


Apos o sucesso de Chan, a situacao anterior foi 
restabelecida, pelo menos durante um curto 
periodo de tempo. 0 piloto, Ron Hardwick, venceu 
a edicao de 1959 do Grande Prémio, seguido de 
Martin Redfern (1960) e do piloto radicado em 1958 
Singapura, Peter Heath (1961).

No ano seguinte, assistiu-se a estreia da estrela 
em ascensao Arsenio Laurel. Este popular 
filipino era totalmente desconhecido quando 
chegou a Macau, mas no final do fim de semana, 
tinha ganho por mais de um minuto a um grupo 
de pilotos locais que ficaram algo surpreendidos, 
incluindo um certo Teddy Yip. 


Teddy é frequentemente referido como 0 original 
“Sr. Macau”, em grande parte devido aos seus

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do evento. Estreou-se nas corridas no Grande 
Prémio de 1956, ao volante de um elegante 
Jaguar XK120. O seu maior sucesso chegou 
em 1963, quando terminou em terceiro lugar, 
atras do imbativel Laurel, cuja vitoria fez dele o 
primeiro a vencer o Grande Prémio duas vezes. 
No entanto, o filipino nao se tornaria o primeiro 
avencer por trés vezes, ja que o talentoso Albert 
Poon, de Hong Kong, levou a melhor em 1964, 
com uma vitoria que deveria ter sido a primeira 
de muitas. Contudo, as vitorias seguintes nunca 
aconteceram, com Albert a terminar em segundo 
lugar por trés vezes e em terceiro por uma vez. 


Em 1965, John MacDonald, de Hong Kong, 
obteve a sua primeira vitoria. Venceu o evento 
quatro vezes no total (1965, 1972, 1973 e 
1975) e, como testemunho do seu talento e 
consisténcia, venceu também o Grande Prémio 
de Motociclismo de 1969, bem como a Corrida da 
Guia de 1972, tendo sido o Unico concorrente a 
conseguir este feito notavel. 


Seas coisas pareciam estar avoltar a rotina familiar 
de vencedores locais, em 1966 assistiu-se a uma 
mudanca sismica nas circunstancias do evento. 
Walter Sulke, proprietario do concessionario da 
Mercedes em Hong Kong, inscreveu um Renault 
Alpine preparado profissionalmente, conduzido 
pelo experiente piloto belga Mauro Bianchi. 
Esta combinacao vencedora rasgou os livros de 
recordes e, ao vencer a corrida, Bianchi tornou-se 
no primeiro piloto a quebrar a mitica barreira dos 
trés minutos. 


A sua vitoria catapultou o Grande Prémio de 
Macau para a atencao internacional e, em breve, 
nomes de maior destaque comecaram a procurar 
o sucesso sob 0 caloroso sol de outono da cidade. 


O australiano Tony Maw levaria os louros em 1967, 
enquanto o inglés Jan Bussell venceu o Grande 
Prémio de 1968. Em 1969, a lenda australiana 
Kevin Bartlett venceu com uma vantagem de 
duas voltas, demonstrando dominio total. Tal 
como aconteceu com Bianchi, a combinacao de 
um piloto extremamente talentoso e de uma 
maquina de alta performance (neste caso um 
Mildren-Waggott), provou ser demasiado para os 
participantes locais. 


Mais disto estava por vir em 1970, quando a 
estrela alema Dieter Quester levou 0 seu carro 
de Formula 2 de fabrica da BMW a vitoria. O ritmo 
rapido da mudanca foi ilustrado pelo recorde de 
volta de Quester, que foi cerca de 24 segundos 
mais rapido do que o recorde estabelecido por 
Bianchi quatro anos antes. 


Contra todas as probabilidades, Jan Bussell 
alcancou uma segunda vitoria em 1971, mas, a 
excepcao dos trés triunfos de John MacDonald 
na década de 1970, a era dos vencedores locais 
estava definitivamente terminada. 


O piloto australiano de Grandes Prémios e 
vencedor de Le Mans, Vern Schuppan, deu a 
Teddy Yip as suas duas primeiras vitorias (1974 
e 1976) como proprietario da equipa Theodore 
Racing, e foi durante este periodo que o futuro 
Campeao do Mundo de F1, Alan Jones, apareceu 
em Macau, extremamente rapido, mas sem 
nunca conseguir vencer. 


Outro piloto de topo, o italiano Riccardo Patrese, 
conseguiu vitorias consecutivas em 1977 e 1978, 
seguidas de duas vitorias de outro piloto de F1, 0 
inglés Geoff Lees (1979 e 1980). 


Com o inicio da década de 1980, ficou claro que 
havia necessidade de mudanca. Esta mudanca 
iria transformar o Grande Prémio de Macau 
para sempre. 
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Uma nota de rodapé interessante na historia 
do Grande Prémio, é 0 papel que a proteccao 
feroz da cidade ao seu lendario Circuito da Guia 
desempenhou na definicao do seu destino e na sua 
rapida ascensao desde 1983. Sem esta proteccao, 
talvez nunca tivesse havido a chegada da Formula 
3, uma categoria que deu ao evento o estatuto 
de corrida que todos os jovens pilotos do mundo 
querem ganhar. E é gracas a essa reputacao 
que, actualmente, o evento goza de uma lista de 
vencedores extremamente diversificada. 


Os entusiastas das corridas mais velhos podem 
lembrar-se dos dias pré-Formula 3 do Grande 
Prémio de Macau, quando este era disputado 
por maquinas de Formula Atlantic no final da 
década de 1970 e inicio da década de 1980. No 
entanto, esta categoria nunca teve um verdadeiro 
sucesso na Europa e os organizadores do Grande 
Prémio de Macau, juntamente com o especialista 
britanico em desportos motorizados Barry Bland, 


MAURICIO GUGELMIN 


trabalharam na formacao de uma grelha de 
Formula 2 para a edicao de 1983. A dois meses 
da sua realizacao, a FISA - na altura a divisao 
da FIA responsavel pela gestao dos desportos 
motorizados mundiais - afirmou, por razoes de 
seguranca, que nao autorizaria a corrida se nao 
fossem efectuadas modificacoes no circuito. 


Alterar a pista ja reverenciada estava fora de 
questao, pelo que os organizadores, com um 
raciocinio rapido, reajustaram os seus planos e 
decidiram que a resposta Logica era a categoria 
de Formula 3, menos potente, que podia ser 
realizada com seguranca no circuito original. 


Com a Formula 2, os organizadores so teriam 
conseguido recorrer a uma grelha de partida dos 
campeonatos europeu e japonés. Coma Formula 
3, nao so existiam os campeonatos europeu e 
japonés, mas também o britanico, 0 alemao, o 
francés, o italiano e o sueco. Em retrospetiva,

MARTIN DONNELLY 
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a F3 foi de longe a melhor opcao e permitiu a 
Macau escolher entre a nata da cultura mundial 
de jovens pilotos de monolugares. 


A partir de entao, a grelha para o Grande 
Prémio de Macau de Formula 3 foi desenhada 
a partir de varios campeonatos realizados de 
acordo com os regulamentos da FIA F3 até 
2018, inclusive. Depois, para 2019, a F3 mudou 
para a nova formula de campeonato Unico e 
altamente competitivo da FIA que apoia os 
Grandes Prémios de Formula 1 - o Campeonato 
Internacional de F3 da FIA. 


A pandemia implicou um reajustamento do 
programa de Macau de 2020 a 2022, com a 
Formula 4 chinesa a ocupar o lugar principal, 
mas este ano as equipas do Campeonato 
Internacional de F3 da FIA estao de volta. 


Ao longo das ultimas quatro décadas, pilotos que

participaram no Grande Prémio de Macau de F3, e os vencedores vieram 
de 13 desses locais. Ao mesmo tempo que a Europa, a Asia, a América 
do Sul e a Australasia sao os continentes representados no centro do 
cobicado podio. 


O que os organizadores nao podiam prever com a mudanca de 
planos de ultima hora em 1983, era que a corrida entraria para a 
historia devido ao dominio de um homem que viria a tornar-se um 
dos maiores pilotos da historia do desporto automovel: um jovem 
brasileiro chamado Ayrton Senna da Silva, recém-coroado campeao —_V 
britanico de F3. O seu dominio aconteceu apesar de ele, juntamente <= 
com o piloto da Theodore F1, Roberto Guerrero, e 0 novo campeao 
europeu, Pierluigi Martini, terem chegado tarde - e com jet lag - a 
Macau, porque lhes tinha sido pedido que fizessem um teste para a 
equipa de F1 da Brabham no sul de Franca, exactamente quando os 
restantes concorrentes da F3 estavam a caminho do Sudeste Asiatico.

Senna pilotou para a equipa West Surrey Racing, o seu carro correu 
sob a bandeira Theodore Racing de Teddy Yip, e dois anos mais tarde 
foi praticamente um caso de déja vu quando Mauricio Gugelmin 
conquistou a gloria na edicao de 1985 da corrida. Assim como Senna, 
também ele era brasileiro, embora fosse de Curitiba, enquanto Senna 
era de Sao Paulo. Assim como Senna, Gugelmin estabeleceu-se em 4 
Inglaterra e conquistou titulos na Formula Ford 1600 e na Formula RALPH FIRMAN 
Ford 2000. E, assim como Senna, ingressou na F3 britanica com a West 
Surrey Racing e conquistou o titulo logo na sua primeira tentativa. Até 
partilhou uma casa com Senna! 


0 Brasil estava agora em pleno com duas vitorias nas trés primeiras 
edicoes do Grande Prémio de Macau, disputado segundo a 
regulamentacao de F3. Notavelmente, nos 38 anos que se seguiram, 
a nacao sul-americana so conseguiu mais uma vitoria: o ex-piloto de 
F1 Lucas di Grassi, que venceu no ultimo momento, em 2005. 


Entre as vitorias de Senna e Gugelmin, surgiu o triunfo de John 
Nielsen em 1984. O futuro vencedor das 24 Horas de Le Mans tornou- 
se o primeiro e, até agora, Unico piloto da Dinamarca a vencer em 
Macau. 


Depois de Gugelmin, veio 0 sucesso de Andy Wallace em 1986. O 
inglés que, tal como Nielsen, viria a conquistar a gloria em Le Mans, 
foi, portanto, o primeiro piloto do Reino Unido a vencer um Grande 
Prémio de Macau com monolugares de F3. Mas certamente nao seria 
o Ultimo. Até a data, onze dos quarenta Grandes Prémios de Macau 
realizados desde 1983 foram ganhos por um total de dez pilotos 
britanicos. Martin Donnelly, da Irlanda do Norte, conseguiu triunfos 
consecutivos para o Reino Unido em 1987, seguido pelo talento 
escocés David Coulthard (1991), Ralph Firman (1996), outro escocés 
na forma de Peter Dumbreck (1998), Darren Manning (1999), Mike 
Conway (2006), Oliver Jarvis (2007), Alex Lynn (2013) e Dan Ticktum 
(2017 e 2018). 
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O Reino Unido esta no topo da tabela de honras do Grande Prémio de 
Macau desde 1983, e talvez isso nao seja uma grande surpresa. Apos 
o fim do Campeonato Europeu de F3 original no final de 1984, a série 
britanica tornou-se a mais competitiva na Europa para a categoria 
durante as duas décadas seguintes. Vale a pena notar, no entanto, 
que enquanto Dumbreck, Manning e Jarvis tinham inicialmente feito 
os seus nomes no campeonato britanico, os seus sucessos em Macau 
vieram todos depois de se terem mudado para 0 campeonato japonés 
com a equipa de topo TOM’S. 


No inicio da década de 2000, apenas os campeonatos alemao e francés DARREN MANNING LUCAS DI GRASSI 


continuavam a ser alternativas viaveis, tendo-se fundido em 2003 
para formar a F3 Euro Series. Uma década mais tarde, 0 campeonato 
britanico terminou e as equipas fundiram-se com as suas congéneres 
europeias sob a égide da FIA num novo Campeonato Europeu de F3 da 
FIA, que decorreu de 2012 a 2018. 


Talvez nao seja de admirar, tendo em conta esta historia, que os paises 
mais bem sucedidos em termos de vencedores do Grande Prémio de 
Macau sejam a Franca e a Alemanha, com quatro vencedores cada. 
E cada pais definiu uma era. A estrela alema de Macau foi o grande 
Michael Schumacher, em 1990, a que se seguiram Jorg Miller em 
1993, Sascha Maassen em 1994 e o irmao mais novo Ralf Schumacher, 
em 1995. Depois foi a vez da Franca, com Soheil Ayari a triunfar em

1997, seguido de um “hat-trick” de Tristan Gommendy (2002), Nicolas 
Lapierre (2003) e Alexandre Prémat (2004). 


O terceiro e ultimo “hat-trick” de vencedores do Grande Prémio de 
Macau desde 1983 cabe ao proprio Macau, China, com Leong Hon 
Chio (2020 e 2021) e Chang Wing Chung (2022) a vencerem as edicées 
de Formula 4, duas décadas depois de André Couto ter triunfado em 
2000 na Formula 3. 


Surpreendentemente, a Italia teve apenas dois vencedores: Enrico 
Bertaggia em 1988 e Edoardo Mortara em 2009 e 2010. E mesmo 
aqui temos de fazer algumas ressalvas, pois Mortara correu como 
italiano nos seus dias de F3, ele que até tem ascendéncia francesa, 
mas agora compete prestando lealdade a Suica, a nacao onde nasceu. 
Da mesma forma, 0 vencedor de 1996, Firman, correu sob a bandeira 
do Reino Unido na altura, mas frequentemente carrega a bandeira 
tricolor irlandesa, fruto da ascendéncia da sua mae. Talvez possamos 
aumentar para 15 o numero de paises ou territorios que ganharam 
em Macau desde 1983!

do Grande Prémio de Macau este ano? Sera que o triunfo deste ano 
apenas reforcara o recorde de uma nacao ja triunfante, ou sera 
alguém novo? Uma coisa é certa: a grelha de partida sera composta 
por uma série de ambiciosos jovens pilotos de todo o mundo, gracas 
a visao dos organizadores do evento e a protecao inabalavel do Unico 
e muito querido Circuito da Guia. #5 
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Ha quarenta anos, a Formula 3 feza sua estreia no Circuito da Guia. Analisamos 
como se sairam as maiores estrelas do automobilismo internacional numa 
das pistas mais emblematicas do mundo, aqui mesmo em Macau. 


yrton Senna e Michael Schumacher. Dois dos nomes mais célebres da historia do desporto Fr 
automovel, com 10 titulos do Campeonato do Mundo de Formula 1 entre os dois. E tem 
também um total combinado de duas vitorias no Grande Prémio de Macau de Formula 3. 


As vitorias de Senna e Schumacher em Macau, em 1983 e 1990, respectivamente, sao duas das 
edicdes mais célebres da historia da corrida. A corrida de 1983, claro, foi a primeira para carros de 
Formula 3 e deu inicio a uma tradicdo de quatro décadas que continua até hoje, em que Macau é uma 
prova obrigatoria para qualquer piloto ambicioso em ascensao. Senna dominou com o seu Ralt-Toyota 
da West Surrey Racing, inscrito pela Theodore Racing do padrinho do Grande Prémio de Macau, Teddy 
Yip. Foi a ultima corrida de Senna na F3, pois o estrelato na F1 estava ao virar da esquina... 


0 jovem e entusiasmante alemao Schumacher ja tinha participado em Macau em 1989, quando venceu 
a primeira da entao corrida de duas mangas ao volante de um Reynard-Volkswagen da WTS Motorsport, 
mas abandonou a segunda. Doze meses mais tarde, com a mesma equipa, 0 seu duelo com Mika 


Hakkinen, da West Surrey Racing, ficou resolvido quando o finlandés colidiu ao tentar uma manobra 
imprudente na ultima volta. Compreensivelmente, esta corrida entrou para o folclore de Macau.

As vitorias de Senna e Schumacher sao duas 
razoes proeminentes pelas quais o Grande 
Prémio de Macau tem a reputacao que tem hoje 
em dia e produziu tantos nomes que alcancaram 
fama e fortuna nos niveis mais altos do desporto 
automovel. Se acompanhou a Formula 1 esta 
época, podera ficar surpreendido ao saber que 
17 dos 22 pilotos que participaram num Grande 
Prémio em 2023 competiram em Macau nos seus 
primeiros tempos. 


Senna e Schumacher sao os Unicos dois pilotos 
que até agora venceram o titulo do Campeonato 
do Mundo de F1 e triunfaram no Grande Prémio 
de Macau durante a era da F3, no entanto, dez 
campeoes mundiais de F1 competiram em Macau 
durante o inicio da sua carreira. 


Hakkinen ja foi documentado, mas o que dizer 
de Lewis Hamilton? 0 homem que viria a igualar 
os sete titulos de F1 de Schumacher fez a sua 
segunda aparicao em Macau em 2004, com a 
equipa Manor Motorsport. Venceu a Corrida de 
Qualificagao, mas acabou por bater e abandonar 
o Grande Prémio, juntamente com o seu futuro 
companheiro de equipa na Mercedes F1 
campeao do mundo, Nico Rosberg na segunda 
volta. Hamilton acabou sendo classificado em 
14°. A actual superestrela Max Verstappen 
chegou em 2014 a Van Amersfoort Racing com um 
contrato de F1 no bolso para 2015, aos 17 anos. 
0 holandés estava a frente do eventual vencedor 
do Grande Prémio de Macau, Felix Rosenqvist, na 
Corrida de Qualificacao, quando bateu no muro e 
teve de partir da parte de tras da grelha de partida 
para realizar uma arrebatadora recuperacao até 
ao sétimo lugar na corrida principal. 


Os outros quatro futuros campedes mundiais 
de F1 que competiram na Formula 3 em Macau 
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MAX VERSTAPPEN DEMONSTROU O SEU TALENTO EM MACAU EM 2014, APESAR DE NAO TER VENCIDO 0 
GRANDE PREMIO [IMAGEM: COGPM] 


terminaram todos no podio. Damon Hill ficou em 
segundo lugar em 1988, com a Intersport Racing, 
Jacques Villeneuve foi terceiro em 1992, com a 
Toyota Team TOM'S, o adolescente Jenson Button 
foi o segundo classificado em 1999, com a equipa 
Promatecme Renault, e Sebastian Vettel da ASM 
foi terceiro em 2005, com a tenra idade de 18 anos. 


Estes 10 campeoes de F1 fazem parte de um total 
surpreendente de 32 vencedores de Grandes 
Prémios de F1 que competiram em maquinas 
de Formula 3 em Macau, e o mais antigo a 
registar uma vitoria na F1 nao é quem se possa 


pensar... Quando a edicao de 1983 da corrida foi 
organizada, as restricoes de tempo tornaram 
um desafio reunir um pelotao exclusivamente 
de campecoes de Formula 3 e pilotos da frente, e 
varios dos rostos que ocuparam os cockpits eram 
pilotos que estavam a sair da F1 ou de outros 
escaloes superiores do desporto. Alguns deles ja 
tinham experiéncia anterior em Macau da era da 
Formula Atlantic - e, portanto, o habito de lidar 
com os desafios do Circuito da Guia. Ao longo da 
década de 1980, Macau apresentou uma mistura 
de superestrelas da F3 da altura e pilotos de 
formulas mais elevadas.

Em 1985, a equipa Murray Taylor Racing colocou 
em pista René Arnoux, vencedor de sete Grandes 
Prémios de F1 com a Renault e a Ferrari entre 
1980 e 1983, que tinha sido dispensado pela equipa 
italiana a uma corrida do final da época. Tendo em 
conta que a relacao peso-poténcia dos carros de F3 
era muito diferente da dos monstros de F1 turbo 
da altura, Arnoux empenhou-se em aprender no 
Circuito da Guia, qualificou-se no meio do pelotao e 
terminou num solido sexto lugar. 


Dos outros 31 vencedores de Grandes Prémios 
de F1 que correram em Macau, nao como 
um interregno nas suas carreiras na F1, mas 
como um verdadeiro trampolim para o topo 
do desporto, dois deles venceram no famoso 
circuito de 6,2 km. David Coulthard triunfou em 
Macau em 1991, antes de vencer na F1 com a 
Williams e a McLaren, enquanto o irmao de 
Schumacher, Ralf, fez uma dobradinha familiar 
em 1995 e viria a tornar-se outro vencedor da F1 
com a Williams. A estes podemos acrescentar 
os pddios de Macau para Gerhard Berger no 
primeiro Grande Prémio de F3 em 1983, Eddie 
Irvine no famoso ano Schumacher/Hakkinen 
de 1990, Jarno Trulli em 1995 e 1996 - neste 
ultimo ano, uma bandeira vermelha tardia 
negou cruelmente ao italiano uma vitoria, Heikki 
Kovalainen em 2002, Robert Kubica em 2004 
(apds o toque entre Hamilton e Rosberg) e 2005, 
Valtteri Bottas em 2010 e a actual estrela da 
Ferrari Charles Leclerc em 2015. 


A F1 nao é, obviamente, o Unico titulo de topo 
cobicado no desporto automovel. A influéncia 
de Macau no rol de vencedores das 500 Milhas 
de Indianapolis é, sem surpresa, menor do

que nas corridas de F1, mas ainda assim é 
impressionante perceber que sete pilotos que 
venceram a lendaria corrida americana o fizeram 
depois de competirem no Circuito da Guia na F3. 
Villeneuve e o também vencedor de corridas 
de F1, Juan Pablo Montoya, estao entre os que 
venceram na “Indy” e também enfrentaram o 
desafio de Macau. Contudo, o unico homem a 
vencer ambas as corridas foi Takuma Sato. 0 
popular guerreiro japonés triunfou em Macau 
em 2001, com a Carlin Motorsport e, muitos anos 
depois, venceu em Indianapolis em 2017 e 2020. 


Dos concorrentes a tempo-inteiro na IndyCar, 
ha sete ex-participantes do Grande Prémio de 
Macau de F3 entre os vencedores do campeonato. 
Mais uma vez, Villeneuve e Montoya figuram 
entre estes nomes, que vao até ao vencedor do 
titulo de 2023, Alex Palou, que nao teve qualquer 
tipo de sorte nas suas duas participacoes em 
Macau, em 2014 e 2017. O grande Alessandro 
Zanardi também esta nesta lista - nado que a 
corrida do italiano até ao sétimo lugar em Macau 
em 1990 tenha captado muita atencao no meio 
dos dramas de Schumacher/Hakkinen. 


Juntamente com a “Indy 500”, ha outra 
corrida que nao da F1 que esta entre as mais 
famosas do mundo, as 24 Horas de Le Mans. 
Surpreendentemente, nada menos do que 42 
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vencedores da classica corrida de resisténcia 
francesa também competiram no Grande Prémio 
de Macau de F3. E em dois casos, tal ocorreu 
poucos meses depois de terem ganho Le Mans. 


A primeira corrida de 1983 do Grande Prémio de 
Macau para carros de F3 incluiu 0 ex-piloto de F1 
australiano Vern Schuppan, de 40 anos, que tinha 
sido um cliente regular do Circuito da Guia na era 
da Formula Atlantic e que tinha ganho Le Mans 
nesse més de Junho para a Porsche. Outro ex- 
piloto de F1, o holandés Jan Lammers, conseguiu 
trés podios consecutivos de F3 em Macau em 
1985-87, venceu Le Mans para a Jaguar em 1988 
e regressou a Macau em Novembro para terminar 
em sexto lugar. A proposito, os companheiros de 
equipa de Lammers nesse més de Junho com a 
Jaguar foram Andy Wallace (vencedor do Grande 
Prémio de Macau de 1986) e Johnny Dumfries, 
a primeira vez que um carro vencedor de Le 
Mans foi tripulado inteiramente por pilotos com 
experiéncia no Grande Prémio de Macau de F3. E 
certamente nao seria a Ultima! 


Para além de Wallace, entre os que venceram 
tanto em Macau como em Le Mans estao John 
Nielsen (1984, depois 1990 com a Jaguar), 
David Brabham (1989, 2009 com a Peugeot) 
e Mike Conway (2006, 2021 com a Toyota). A 
estrela mais venerada da corrida francesa, a 


lenda dinamarquesa Tom Kristensen, também 
competiu trés vezes no Grande Prémio de Macau 
de F3 antes de estabelecer um recorde historico 
de nove vitorias em Le Mans. O seu melhor 
resultado na classica F3 foi o segundo lugar, em 
1993, com a Toyota Team TOM'S. E aqueles que 
assistiram a emocionante accao de 2023 em Le 
Mans poderao ter reconhecido dois dos pilotos 
que pilotaram o Ferrari vencedor: James Calado 
competiu em Macau em 2010, enquanto Antonio 
Giovinazzi, que sentiu que poderia ter vencido 
em 2015, cruzou a linha de meta em primeiro 
lugar na Corrida de Qualificacao, apenas porque 
uma controversa penalizacao de tempo lhe ter 
obrigado a fazer uma corrida de recuperacao no 
Grande Prémio, no qual terminou em quarto. 


Com uma galaxia tao brilhante de estrelas que 
competiram no Grande Prémio de Macau de 
F3, pode ter a certeza de que algures na grelha 
de 2023 estara pelo menos uma mao-cheia de 
futuros nomes de topo da modalidade. Poderao 
nao vencer; poderao, em vez disso, enfiar-se 
numa das barreiras implacaveis e regressar 
ao paddock como passageiros dos esforcados 
condutores de reboques de Macau. Todavia, 
pelo menos, saberao que enfrentaram este 
impiedoso circuito citadino como tantos outros 
grandes nomes antes deles. #5

O'Young, de Hong Kong, foi o primeiro 
vencedor em 2008, e acrescentou uma segunda 
vitoria em 2021. Edoardo Mortara, conhecido 
como "Sr. Macau", venceu por quatro vezes a 
corrida, tendo ganho trés edicdes consecutivas 
entre 2011 e 2013, e uma quarta em 2017. 


Maro Engel, estrela da Mercedes, é tricampeao. 
Entre outros que levantaram o troféu estao Laurens 
Vanthoor, Augusto Farfus e Raffaele Marciello. 


Simplificando, vencer a Taca GT Macau coloca 
um piloto no mapa, e este ano a corrida sera 
ainda mais especial gracas ao regresso da 
sua designacao oficial como Taca do Mundo 
de GT da FIA. Trata-se de um titulo do qual a 
corrida usufruiu de 2015 a 2019, antes de ser 
interrompida enquanto o mundo lidava com os 
desafios da pandemia global. Agora, esta de 
volta - fazendo desta uma das edicoes da Taca 
GT Macau mais aguardadas de todos os tempos. 


Entao, o que é que torna esta corrida tao 
prestigiante? Bem, comeca com a posicao 


do Grande Prémio de Macau no palco do 
automobilismo mundial. 0 ultra-desafiante Circuito 
da Guia é conhecido como um dos mais dificeis 
do mundo. Manobrar um carro GT3 entre aqueles 
muros e barreiras a alta velocidade é um teste 
rigoroso mesmo para os melhores pilotos. 


E sao os melhores pilotos que compoem a grelha 
da Taca GT Macau. Ao contrario da maioria das 
corridas internacionais de GT em todo o mundo, 
que funcionam segundo as regras Pro-Am, esta 
é uma corrida de sprint exclusivamente para 
os profissionais. E por isso que o ritmo é tao 
implacavel. Este é o melhor talento em carros 
de GT do mundo. Sem paragens nas boxes, sem 
estratégia. Apenas corridas de pé a fundo. 


Este ano, podera ser o pelotao mais forte de 
sempre da Taca GT Macau, com um enorme 
contingente de pilotos de GT de fabrica, originarios 
da Europa, a fazer a viagem. Entre eles esta Jules 
Gounon, considerado um dos pilotos de GT em 
melhor forma do planeta. O francés, piloto de 
fabrica da Mercedes, venceu consecutivamente 
as Ultimas trés 12 Horas de Bathurst. E também 
o actual vencedor das 24 Horas de Daytona e 


duplamente vencedor das 24 Horas de Spa. Uma 
das poucas coisas que faltam no seu incrivel 
curriculo é uma vitoria na Taca GT Macau. 


Mas Gounon nao é o Unico piloto de GT de 
classe mundial desesperado por provar o sabor 
da vitoria em Macau. Sheldon van der Linde, 
campeao do DTM da ultima temporada, vai tentar 
dar a BMW a sua segunda vitoria em Macau, 
depois do triunfo de Augusto Farfus em 2018. 
A Porsche, por sua vez, tem a sua disposicao 
as estrelas de fabrica Kévin Estre - que chega 
acabado de se estrear na “Bathurst 1000” - e 
Thomas Preining. O neozelandés Earl Bamber, 
que terminou em terceiro na ultima vez que o 
titulo da Taca do Mundo de GT da FIA esteve em 
disputa, estara também presente. 


Nao sao apenas os pilotos que querem 
desesperadamente ter o direito de se gabar em 
Macau. As corridas de GT envolvem os maiores 
construtores de automoveis de luxo do mundo e 
todos eles apreciam o sucesso no Circuito da Guia. 


A Mercedes é a marca mais bem-sucedida 
na historia de Macau, com sete vitorias, em 
comparacao com quatro da Audi, duas da 
Lamborghini e uma da Porsche e da BMW. A 
auséncia mais notada nesta lista é do talvez 
mais famoso construtor de carros desportivos 
do mundo - a Ferrari. Nao ha muito que a marca 
do “Cavallino Rampante” nao tenha conseguido 
vencer no automobilismo mundial, mas uma 
vitoria na Taca GT Macau tem-se revelado dificil 
de alcancar. Talvez desta vez, com o piloto de 
fabrica Daniel Serra, seja 0 seu ano. 


Claro que, para ganhar em Macau, é preciso 
vencer os especialistas. Vanthoor, Farfus e 
Marciello estarao la, a procura de aumentar 0 seu 
legado em Macau. No entanto, talvez o mais dificil 
de bater seja Engel. 0 alemao, um piloto de fabrica 
da Mercedes, conseguiu uma vitoria esmagadora 
no ano passado. Desta vez, ele vai tentar juntar- 
se a Mortara com quatro vitorias em Macau. Nao 
que Mortara queira partilhar o recorde. Terminou 
em segundo no ano passado e esta de volta para 
tentar somar um quinto titulo ao seu nome. 


0 talento dos pilotos do panorama asiatico das 
corridas de GT nunca pode ser subestimado, 
e a regiao esta agora a produzir talento que 
é competitivo face aos “importados”. Adderly 
Fong, Marchy Lee e David Chen Weian sao 
especialistas de Macau que conhecem 0 circuito 
como a palma das suas maos, enquanto Ye 
Hongli venceu a corrida em 2020. 


Aconteca o que acontecer no Circuito da Guia, 
quando a Taca do Mundo da FIA de GT regressar 
a Macau, sera feita historia. os

Com nove vitorias e 21 subidas ao podio no seu curriculo, Michael Rutter é o mestre 
incontestado do Grande Prémio de Motos de Macau. 0 eterno piloto de 51 anos regressa 
este ano a 55? edicao da corrida de Macau aos comandos de uma BMW da FHO Racing 
para tentar alcancar uma incrivel décima vitoria no formidavel Circuito da Guia. 


iz Rutter, que se junta a Josh Brookes e 

Peter Hickman num trio de superbikes 

BMW M1000RR. “Ja corri muitas vezes 
contra eles no passado, por isso, embora seja 
altamente competitivo, nos os trés seremos 
uma equipa forte. Vai ser optimo voltar a correr 
em Macau com a FHO Racing e com os meus 
patrocinadores de longa data, a Bathams, que 
também esta a bordo. Seria optimo garantir a 
décima vitoria!” 


Rutter venceu na sua ultima participacdao em 
Macau, aproveitando a sua sorte para vencer 
sobre Peter Hickman, enquanto no ano passado 
a corrida foi ganha por Erno Kostamo. 0 piloto 
finlandés tornou-se o primeiro vencedor nao 
britanico desde 1997, trés anos depois de Rutter 
ter feito a sua estreia em Macau. “Estava muito 
calor e nunca tinha sentido nada assim antes", 
recorda sobre a sua primeira visita. “Era uma 
cidade muito diferente na altura.” 


Enquanto jovem, Rutter viajou para eventos 
desportivos em todo o mundo com o seu famoso 
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pai, o falecido Tony Rutter. Mordido pelo bichinho das corridas, Michael tinha 
apenas 17 anos quando se estreou nos circuitos britanicos, em 1989. “Ao longo 
da minha carreira, sempre corri em todo o lado e em qualquer lugar que 
pudesse”, explica. “Ja corri em todo 0 tipo de sitios e foi o ‘Headmaster’, como 
chamavamos ao Mike Trimby, que me deu a minha oportunidade em Macau”. 


Trimby, que faleceu em Setembro passado, competiu na corrida de motos 
de Macau antes de gerir o recrutamento de pilotos do evento durante 34 
anos. No entanto, a estreia do jovem protegido de Trimby nao correu como 
planeado, quando o motor da Ducati da equipa McCulloch de Rutter partiu. 
Rutter também nao conseguiu completar a corrida no ano seguinte, isto 
antes de conquistar 0 seu primeiro pddio em 1996, quando terminou em 
terceiro lugar atras do vencedor da corrida Phillip McCallen e do segundo 
classificado, Roger Bennett. A sua primeira vitoria aconteceu dois anos 
mais tarde com a RC45 da Honda Britain. 


O “Blade”, como é apelidado, sé falhou dois Grandes Prémios de Motos 
de Macau desde a sua estreia, uma vez devido as restricdes de viagens do 
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ano passado e outra devido a uma clausula no seu contrato de 2001 que o 
obrigava a competir noutro evento. “Todos os contratos que assinei desde 
entado tém o Grande Prémio de Macau escrito”, sorri Rutter. 


Nas ocasides em que Rutter nao venceu nos 6,2 quilometros do Circuito da 
Guia, terminou habitualmente nos trés primeiros lugares, conquistando 
uns espantosos vinte e um pddios. O seu recorde no Circuito da Guia é tao 


impressionante que esta uma nova estatua de cera 
do piloto no Museu do Grande Prémio de Macau. 


Entdo, qual é 0 segredo do sucesso do inglés? “E 
importante ter uma boa mota e uma boa equipa 
a apoiar-nos e sempre tentei garantir que tinha 
isso”, diz Rutter. 


Teve maquinas como Hondas, Yamahas e 
Ducatis com especificacdes de fabrica, além 
da exotica Honda RCV213 que pilotou em 
2018 e 2019. “A RCV era especial”, afirma. 
“Tinha um som fantastico a ecoar a volta das 
barreiras de proteccao e nenhuma outra tinha 
nada assim.” 


Com sete vitorias no TT e 14 vitorias no North West 
200 durante a sua carreira, Rutter é uma lenda 
das corridas de estrada, mas admite ter ficado 
assustado com 0 Circuito da Guia a primeira vista. 


“As barreiras de proteccao surpreenderam-me”, 
faz uma careta. “Também nao ha escapatorias 
em lado nenhum, mas nao é uma pista dificil de 
aprender. Ha trés curvas rapidas e 0 resto é tudo 
esquerda, direita, esquerda, por isso so temos de 
aprender quais as partes que vao para a esquerda 


e quais as que vao para a direita. Quando se é 
jovem, é-se mais corajoso!” 


Notavelmente, o indiscutivel mestre das duas 
rodas de Macau afirma ter sofrido apenas dois 
grandes “momentos” enquanto competia aqui. 
“No primeiro, estava a correr com o Stuart Easton 
e inclinei-me demasiado cedo e bati na barreira, 
oO que me atirou para o outro lado da pista”, 
recorda Rutter. “Bati com forca e estava por todo 
0 lado. O outro momento foi quando perdi a frente 
na Curva do Mandarim. Foi um deslize enorme 
da frente. Nem sequer estava a fazer uma volta 
rapida, mas a frente foi-se e nao sei porqué.” 


Meticuloso na sua preparacao, o veterano inglés 
tenta abordar Macau com uma estratégia, 


mas admite que os seus planos nem sempre 
resultaram. “Macau é uma prova dificil, mas 
quando estamos na frente, a liderar, podemos 
controlar o ritmo”, reflecte Rutter. “Eu conseguia 
distanciar-me e depois conduzir dentro dos 
meus proprios limites para ganhar antes de 
aparecerem motociclistas como o Steve Plater, 
mas depois do Steve aparecer passou a ser uma 
questao de quem era o mais corajoso.” 


Plater venceu em 2006, pondo fim a uma série de 
quatro anos de vitorias de Rutter. “O Steve treinou 
muito e foi o piloto mais determinado contra 
quem corri em Macau”, afirma. Rutter também 
destaca o quatro vezes vencedor de Macau e 
detentor do recorde de volta desde 2010, Stuart 
Easton, como outro concorrente dificil. “O Stuart 
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tinha um talento natural, um dos melhores”, 
diz. “Nao parecia estar a esforcar-se quando o 
seguiamos e, quando estava na mota certa e no 
estado de espirito certo, fazia com que o resto de 
nos parecesse estupido.” 


Um verdadeiro desportista, Rutter é sempre o 
primeiro a aplaudir o sucesso dos seus rivais. 
“Qualquer pessoa que me tenha vencido em Macau 
fez uma corrida dura para o conseguir”, afirma. 
“O mais importante é que estou a desfrutar de todaa 
experiéncia de Macau. Estou a espera que chegue 
todos os anos, tal como a North West 200 e a TT. 
E mais do que apenas a corrida e, claro, também 
é preciso ter sorte, mas o meu pai sempre me 
disse que se gostarmos do que fazemos, seremos 
rapidos e acho que isso é verdade.” ss 
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Nao ha melhor cenario para encerrar uma digressao mundial do que o Circuito da Guia, 
em Macau. E exactamente onde as as estrelas do Kumho TCR World Tour se encontrarao 


quando assumirem 0 palco principal para uma Ultima corrida em 2023, no fim de uma 
digressao de oito meses que levou os principais protagonistas a quatro continentes. 


pos a conclusao da Ultima temporada da Taca do Mundo de Carros de Turismo 

da FIA - WTCR, no final de Novembro de 2022, surgiu o World Tour no seu lugar. O 

conceito é simples: pega nas suas estrelas - nove “pesos pesados” a tempo inteiro que 
representam a Audi, a Honda, a Hyundai e a Lynk & Co - e junta-os a outras séries, colocando- 
os contra os melhores pilotos que os regionais do TCR tém para oferecer para provarem o seu 
estatuto de lideres. 


E uma viagem que levou os pilotos - oriundos da Asia, Europa e América do Sul, e que 
representam uma competicao tao diversificada como o calendario do TCR World Tour - a 
quatro regioes distintas: os classicos circuitos europeus de Portimao, Spa-Francorchamps, 
Vallelunga e Hungaroring, El Pinar no Uruguai e San Luis na Argentina, aleém de mais uma 
dupla jornada australiana, antes de rumarem a Macau. 


“Precisamos de estar no auge do desporto, precisamos de estar no auge das corridas de 
carros de Turismo”, diz Rob Huff, o detentor do recorde de vitorias da Corrida da Guia de 
Macau, que nao precisa de apresentacoes, sobre o que foi alcancado na primeira temporada 
completa do TCR World Tour. “E nao é so isso, como pilotos estamos a correr em pistas em 
que so em sonhos poderiamos conduzir. Isto, para além de tudo, nao é um feito pequeno. 
Estou impressionadissimo com isto.” 
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“Para mim, nos Ultimos 20 anos, Macau tem significado o grande final 
da temporada. Por isso, poder voltar a fazé-lo numa base totalmente 
internacional, especialmente no 70° aniversario do Grande Prémio de 
Macau, penso que é 0 momento perfeito.” 


O resultado de preservar uma presenca internacional de carros de turismo 
de alto nivel para 2023 foi uma mudanca de conceito em comparacao com as 
quase duas décadas de competicao da Taca do Mundo de Carros de Turismo. 
O que é inquestionavel para Huff e para muitos outros é que as corridas de 
carros de turismo precisam desse nivel superior estabelecido para que os 
pilotos o tenham como objetivo - e esse novo formato tem sido um sucesso. 


O novo conceito prevé que os concorrentes locais e regionais do TCR lado-a- 
lado com os pilotos do World Tour, uma situacao que permite aos primeiros 
comparar as suas capacidades com os melhores dos melhores e garante 
que os segundos se mantenham no topo da sua forma. 


Diz Yann Ehrlacher, companheiro de equipa de Ma na Cyan Racing Lynk 
& Co e bicampeao do WTCR: “Algumas pessoas dizem que pode ser um 
risco, porque se formos derrotados por alguns carros ou pilotos de um 
campeonato regional, isso nao fica bem, pois pode significar que nao 
merecemos o nosso lugar no palco mundial. Mas, a certa altura, acredito

que estamos la por uma razao e nao tenho qualquer receio de competir com 
pilotos, talvez jovens pilotos, que esperam um dia correr no palco mundial.” 


Portanto, embora o World Tour possa ter um maior destaque no ecossistema 
do TCR, como sugere Ehrlacher, cabe aos pilotos envolvidos provar que sao 
os melhores. Huff afirma que o facto de o terem feito mostra a seriedade 
e o profissionalismo com que todos os envolvidos o encaram. “Quando 
competimos no World Tour, é dbvio que se espera sempre o melhor de 
nos, enquanto pilotos e equipas”, diz quando questionado sobre a pressao 
exercida sobre as equipas e os pilotos envolvidos para estarem a altura 
da sua reputacao. “Mas, francamente, vejo as coisas de outra forma: nds, 
enquanto World Tour - é isto que me agrada no formato - vamos juntar-nos 
a outros pilotos. Podemos ter ouvido falar de alguns dos nomes dos pilotos, 
mas nao sabemos como andam. Nao sabemos como é que eles sao lado-a- 
lado. Nao sabemos muito sobre eles. E nao nos esquecamos que vamos ao 
seu territorio, onde cresceram”. 


No que diz respeito a Macau, Huff considera que “pode muito bem ser 0 local 
onde ocorrerao algumas surpresas” na ordem habitual dos acontecimentos, 
e reconhece a ameaca que os lideres locais e regionais em accao neste fim 
de semana poderao representar. 


Ma, vencedor da primeira Corrida da Guia Macau em 2021, concorda. “Penso 
que o nivel é muito bom este ano”, refere. “Se virmos o TCR China deste ano, 
penso que o nivel de competicao é muito, muito forte. Penso que é uma das 
séries TCR mais dificeis do mundo. E a maioria dos pilotos também conhece 
Macau e ja correu aqui algumas vezes. Conhecem a pista, conduziram-na 
mais recentemente do que nos e conhecem a historia de Macau.” 


Veremos se um desafio local se concretiza ao longo dos quatro dias de accao. 
Contudo, para ja, os melhores pilotos de topo do mundo estao ansiosos por 
voltar a subir ao seu palco preferido em Macau. “Macau é algo diferente, 
é como uma pista de um planeta diferente”, diz Ehrlacher, que regressa a 
Macau pela primeira vez desde que conquistou os seus dois titulos mundiais. 
“SO terminei la uma época uma vez, em 2018, mas, para ser honesto, esta 
na minha lista de desejos lutar por um campeonato quando chegar a Macau. 
Quer se ganhe ou nao - claro que ganhar é algo extra - ser um piloto que 
pode ganhar e lutar por um campeonato quando se esta em Macau seria 
definitivamente um ponto alto na carreira.” 


Ma acrescenta: “E Optimo que um campeonato mundial regresse a Macau, 
como estamos a fazer com o TCR World Tour. Como este é 0 70° aniversario, 
vai ser um fim de semana fantastico e um evento realmente emocionante 
para todos os fas chineses do desporto automovel. Sinto que a pressao vai 
ser um pouco maior. Toda a gente esta a espera deste grande evento e de 
um grande desempenho. Mas sinto-me bastante confiante nesta pista, ja 
obtive alguns bons resultados.” 


E Huff, que ja teve a sua quota-parte de celebracdes da Corrida da Guia Macau, 
afirma que este é 0 lugar certo para a final. “Tendo alguns fas loucos em todo 
o mundo, sentimo-nos como uma estrela de rock - especialmente quando 
chegamos ao paddock de Macau”, diz. “E diferente de qualquer outro paddock 
em todo o mundo. Esta cheio. E esta cheio dos fas de corridas mais fantasticos 
que se pode desejar. Nao é por isso que nos inscrevemos para fazer este 
trabalho, mas aceitamo-lo com humildade e desfrutamos da experiéncia.” 


“Por isso, quando se diz a um piloto que Macau vai ser a ultima corrida do 
ano, onde se decide um titulo, faz com que os cabelos se levantem. E uma 
sensacao muito dificil de descrever, mas faz-nos arrepiar.” 2"

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Entretanto, no Circuito Internacional de 
Guangdong, o Macau Roadsport Challenge 
entrou numa nova era. Organizada pela 
Associacao Geral de Automodveis de Macau- 
China (AAMC), a série de carros de Turismo 
esta agora exclusivamente reservada aos Toyota 
GR86 e Subaru BRZ. Esta primeira temporada 
testemunhou um aumento significativo da 
participacao devido a acessibilidade e a relacao 
custo-eficacia de carros que tem como base os 
modelos de producao. Com pilotos de Macau, do 
Interior da China e de Hong Kong, 0 interesse 
esmagador levou a AAMC a dividir 0 pelotao 
de mais de quarenta carros em duas grelhas 
separadas. 


Igualmente populares sao as competicoes de GT, 
que atraem uma multidao de carrose participantes 
de toda a Grande China para as competicoes de 


maior prestigio. Com um calendario de quatro 
eventos, o GT Super Sprint Challenge promovido 
pela Top Speed Shanghai continuou a atrair os 
melhores pilotos amadores. Hu Bo, da Absolute 
Racing, ao volante de um Audi R8 LMS GT3 Evo Il, 
superou Ruan Cunfan e o colega de equipa Vincent 
Lin para conquistar a classe GT3, enquanto Lin 
Weixiong garantiu o titulo da classe GT4 com 
o Porsche 718 Cayman GT4 RS Clubsport da 
HEHEHE Racing. 


O Campeonato da China de GT fez historia ao 
organizar o primeiro fim-de-semana de corridas 
no novissimo Circuito Internacional de Zhengzhou. 
Charles Leong Hon Chio, por duas vezes vencedor 
do Grande Prémio de Macau de Formula 4, 
triunfou nas duas corridas no impecavel circuito 
da provincia de Henan com o seu Ferrari 488 GT3 
da Harmony Racing. Esta época, 0 campeonato 


também correu na pista de Pingtan, na provincia 
de Fujian, actualmente o unico circuito citadino 
operacional no Interior da China. 


O Campeonato de Resisténcia da China esta a 
manter a sua dinamica como a Unica competicao 
de resisténcia de nivel nacional do pais. Com 
grelhas de partida saudaveis nas classes de carros 
de turismo e GT, esta série de longa distancia 
tem desempenhado um papel fundamental no 
desenvolvimento da industria automovel local e, 
pela primeira vez, testemunhou a inclusao de um 
carro hibrido.

Longe de casa, as equipas e os pilotos chineses 
também tiveram sucesso nas corridas de GT 
no estrangeiro. A Absolute Racing, sediada em 
Xangai, obteve um 1° e 2° lugar nas 12 Horas 
de Sepang de 2023, no regresso das corridas 
internacionais de resisténcia ao Sudeste Asiatico, 
com um desempenho dominante do indonésio 
Andrew Haryanto, do jovem chinés de 22 anos Yu 
Kuai e do piloto da Audi Sport Markus Winkelhock. 


Embora os desportos motorizados continuem 
a desenvolver-se a um ritmo acelerado na 
China, com um numero cada vez maior de 
equipas e pilotos, e niveis crescentes de apoio 
dos construtores, 0 campeonato regional mais 
impressionante é, de longe, o Fanatec GT World 
Challenge Asia Powered by AWS. 


Celebrando numeros recorde de presenca 
nas grelhas, a competicao visitou o Circuito 
Internacional de Chang, na Tailandia, e as pistas de 
Fuji, Suzuka, Motegi e Okayama, no Japao, antes de 
atingir o climax da sua temporada de seis eventos 
e doze corridas em 2023 no Circuito Internacional 
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de Sepang, na Malasia. La, Anthony Liu, da Craft- 
Bamboo, foi coroado campeao de pilotos do 
Fanatec GT World Challenge Asia 2023 - o primeiro 
campeao chinés da série - depois de Abu Bakar 
Ibrahim, da Malasia, e o experiente piloto tailandés 
Vutthikorn Inthraphuvasak nao conseguirem 
reverter as suas desvantagens de 19 pontos no 
campeonato na Ultima jornada dupla do ano. 


A Thailand Super Series continuou a chamar a 
atencao dos fas asiaticos e, em 2023, atraiu mais 
uma vez uma participacao internacional para a 
sua competitiva classe de GT. A temporada de seis 
provas incluiu corridas no Circuito Internacional 
de Chang, em Buriram, no circuito citadino do 
Grande Prémio de Bangsaen, ao pé da praia, no 
Circuito Internacional de Sepang, na Malasia, e 
ainda uma corrida por convite, nao pontuavel para 
0 campeonato, no programa do Grande Prémio de 
F1 de Singapura. A época termina na Tailandia, na 
pista de Buriram, em Dezembro. 


A época de 2023 fica também marcada pelo 
regresso da Taca Porsche Carrera Asia ao palco 
regional e o regresso do Lamborghini Super 
Trofeo Asia apos uma auséncia de trés anos. 


O Campeonato Chinés de F4 da FIA, que fez parte 
do Grande Prémio de Macau nos ultimos trés anos, 
esta pronto para embarcar numa nova era com a 
introducao do monolugar Mygale F4 Gen2 em 2024. 
Entretanto, os monolugares Mygale M14-F4 Geely 
continuam a demonstrar a sua popularidade entre os 
jovens pilotos, uma vez que a série continua a ser a 
principal categoria junior de monolugares na China 
para os jovens aspirantes. Tiago Rodrigues, de Macau, 
e Lui Kai Shun, de Hong Kong, tém estado envolvidos 
na luta pelo titulo este ano, enquanto o chinés Liu 
Ruigi brilha consistentemente sempre que consegue 
tirar algum tempo das suas campanhas europeias 
para competir no seu pais natal. Além disso, 
muitos pilotos da série chinesa de F4 vao participar 
na corrida da F4 de Macau esta semana. 
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A Top Speed, com sede em Xangai, conhecida 
por organizar a Formula 4 dos Emirados Arabes 
Unidos e os Campeonatos de Formula Regional 
da Asia e do Médio Oriente, realizada em Janeiro 
e Fevereiro de cada ano, introduziu a ultima 
geracao de séries de monolugares na regiao 
com o relancamento do Campeonato do Sudeste 
Asiatico de Formula 4 certificado pela FIA em 
2023, com corridas em Zhuzhou, Macau e Malasia. 
O revigorado campeonato apresenta agora o 
inovador chassis Tatuus GEN2 e motores Fiat 
Abarth Turbo, sendo esta a combinacao a favorita 
dos principais campeonatos de F4 em todo o 
mundo. Como incentivo adicional, os futuros 
aspirantes a F1 tém a oportunidade de ganhar 
valiosos pontos para obter a Super Licenca da 
FIA. Mas potencialmente ainda mais crucial 
para as superestrelas do desporto automovel do 
amanha é a oportunidade de ganhar experiéncia 
no famoso Circuito da Guia de Macau, anfitriao da 
importantissima Taca do Mundo da FIA de F3.

From gritty privateers to future Formula 1 legends, the list of Macau Grand Prix 
winners over the decades is as diverse as the city that hosts it.

EDDIE CARVALHO 


he very first Macau Grand Prix, run 
T° the autumn of 1954, was a very 

different affair to the large-scale 
international extravaganza we see today. 
The Grand Prix that year saw fifteen cars 
line up on the grid for a Le Mans-style start 
with drivers dashing across the track to get 
the race under way. 


The Grand Prix was won by Hong Kong-based 
Portuguese driver Eddie Carvalho, and over 
the next few years the race was dominated by 
more drivers based in Macao’s neighbouring 
city - Robert Ritchie (1955), Doug Steane (1956), 
Arthur Pateman (1957). 


As the 1950s drew to a close that was all changing 
though, and the Grand Prix was beginning to 
attract a more international entry. 1958 saw the 
first ‘overseas’ winner in Singapore’s Chan Lye- 
Choon, the first Chinese victor. 


Following Chan's success, the previous state of 
affairs was restored, for a short while at least. 
Ron Hardwick won the 1959 running of the Grand 
Prix, followed by Martin Redfern (1960), and then 
Singapore-based Peter Heath (1961). 


The following year saw the debut of rising star 
Arsenio Laurel. This popular Filipino was largely 
unheralded when he arrived in Macao, but by the 
end of the weekend he had won by over a minute 
from a group of somewhat stunned local drivers, 
including a certain Teddy Yip. 


Teddy is often referred to as the original ‘Mr 
Macao’, largely as a result of his later successes 
as ateam owner and for his ceaseless promotion 
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TONY MAW 
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1967 
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of the event. He made his racing debut in the 1956 
Grand Prix behind the wheel of a sleek Jaguar 
XK120. His greatest success came in 1963, when 
he finished third behind the all-conquering 
Laurel, whose win made him the first man to win 
the Grand Prix twice. The Filipino wouldn’t go on 
to become the first three-time winner, however, 
as Hong Kong’s hugely-talented Albert Poon 
took the spoils in 1964, with a win that should 
have been the first of many. Those subsequent 
wins never came though, with Albert finishing 
second three times and third once. 


1965 saw the first victory for Hong Kong-based 
John MacDonald. He would win the event a total 
four times (1965, "72, '73, '75), and as testimony to 
his talent and consistency, he would also win the 
1969 Motorcycle Grand Prix as well as the 1972 
Guia Race, the only competitor ever to achieve this 
remarkable feat. 


If things seemed to be settling back into the 
familiar routine of locally-based winners, 1966 
would see a seismic shift in the event’s fortunes. 
Hong Kong Mercedes dealer Walter Sulke 
entered a very professionally-run Renault Alpine 
driven by accomplished Belgian driver Mauro 
Bianchi. This winning combination tore up the 
record books and in winning the race, Bianchi 
became the first driver to break the mythical 
three-minute barrier. 


His win catapulted the Macau Grand Prix to 
international attention, and soon bigger names 
would be seeking success in the city’s warm 
autumnal sunshine. 


Australian Tony Maw would take the spoils in 1967, 
while Englishman Jan Bussell won the 1968 Grand 
Prix. In 1969, Australian legend Kevin Bartlett won 
by two laps in a show of total dominance. As with 
Bianchi, the combination of an extremely talented 
driver and a high performance machine (in this a 
case a Mildren-Waggott), proved too much for the 
local entrants. 


More of this was to follow in 1970 when German 
star Dieter Quester took his BMW works-entered 
Formula 2 car to victory. The rapid pace of 
change was illustrated by Quester’s lap record 
which was some 24 seconds quicker than the 
benchmark set by Bianchi four years earlier. 


Against the odds, Jan Bussell notched up 
a second win in 1971, but apart from John 
MacDonald’s three wins in the 1970s, the era of 
local winners was well and truly over. 


Australian Grand Prix driver and Le Mans winner 
Vern Schuppan gave Teddy Yip his first two wins 
(1974 and ' 76) as Theodore Racing team owner, 
and it was during this time that future F1 World 
Champion Alan Jones appeared in Macao, 
supremely fast but never managing the win. 


Another top flight driver, Italian Riccardo 
Patrese, scored back-to-back wins in 1977 and 
1978, followed by two wins for another F1 driver, 
Englishman Geoff Lees (1979 and 80). 


As the 1980s dawned, it was clear there was 
need for change. This change was to transform 
the Macau Grand Prix forever. 
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An interesting footnote to the storied history 
of the Grand Prix is the role the city’s fierce 
protection of its legendary Guia Circuit has 
played in shaping its destiny, and its rapid rise 
since 1983. Without it, there may never have 
been the arrival of Formula 3, a category which 
has provided the event with a status as the race 
every young driver in the world wants to win. 
And it is through such a reputation that today it 
enjoys a hugely diverse rollcall of winners. 


Older racing enthusiasts may recall the pre- 
Formula 3 days of the Macau Grand Prix, when 
it was run for Formula Atlantic machinery in the 
late 1970s and early 1980s. But this category 
never truly took off in Europe, and the Macau 
Grand Prix organizers, together with British 
motorsport expert Barry Bland, worked on 
assembling a Formula 2 field for the 1983

edition. They came within two months of it 
happening when, citing safety reasons, FISA - 
then the FIA division responsible for governing 
world motorsport - said it would not sanction 
the race unless modifications to the circuit were 
carried out. 


Altering the already-revered track was out of 
the question, so the quick-thinking organizers 
re-adjusted their plans and decided the logical 
answer was the less powerful Formula 3 
category which could safely be run on the 
original circuit. 


With Formula 2, organizers would only have 
been able to draw upona grid from the European 
and Japanese championships. With Formula 3, 
not only were there the European and Japanese 
championships, but also British, German, French, 


‘\ 
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Italian and Swedish. In retrospect, F3 was the 
far better choice and allowed Macao to choose 
from the cream of the global crop of young 
single seater drivers. 


From then on, the field for the Formula 3 
Macau Grand Prix was drawn from multiple 
championships run to FIA F3 regulations up to 
and including 2018. Then, for 2019, F3 changed 
to the new formula run for the single, highly 
competitive, Formula 1 Grand Prix-supporting 
FIA championship - FIA F3 International 
Championship. 


The pandemic meant a readjustment of the 
Macao programme from 2020-22, with Chinese 
Formula 4 taking the headline slot, but this year 
the FIA F3 International Championship teams 
are back.

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Over the last four decades, drivers representing no fewer than 42 countries 
and regions have taken part in the F3 Macau Grand Prix, and the winners 
have been drawn from 13 of those. Meanwhile, Europe, Asia, South 
America and Australasia are the continents represented in the centre of 
the coveted podium. 


What the organizers couldn’t have foreseen with the last-minute change 
of plans in 1983, was that the race would go down in history because of the 
domination of a man who went on to become one of the greatest drivers 
in motorsport history: a young Brazilian named Ayrton Senna da Silva, 
newly crowned as the British F3 champion. His domination came despite 
the fact that he, along with Theodore F1 driver Roberto Guerrero and new 
European champion Pierluigi Martini, arrived late - and jetlagged - in 
Macao, because they'd been asked to test for the Brabham F1 team in the 
south of France just as the rest of their F3 competitors were en route to 
Southeast Asia. 


Senna drove for the West Surrey Racing team, his car run under the 
Theodore Racing banner of Teddy Yip, and two years later it was pretty 
much a case of déja vu when Mauricio Gugelmin claimed glory in the 1985 
edition of the race. Like Senna he is Brazilian - albeit from the city of 
Curitiba, whereas Senna was from Sao Paulo. Like Senna, Gugelmin had 
settled in Britain and claimed titles in Formula Ford 1600 and Formula 
Ford 2000. And, like Senna, he had moved to British F3 with West Surrey 
Racing and won the crown at his first attempt. He even shared a house 
with Senna! 


Brazil was now up and running with two victories in the first three editions 
of the Macau Grand Prix run to F3 rules. Remarkably, in the 38 years since 
then, the South American nation has provided only one more winner: 
former F1 driver Lucas di Grassi, who took a last-gasp victory in 2005. 


In between the victories of Senna and Gugelmin came the triumph of John 
Nielsen in 1984. The future Le Mans 24 Hours winner became the first, 
and so far only, driver from Denmark to claim victory at Macao. 


After Gugelmin came the success of Andy Wallace in 1986. The 
Englishman, who like Nielsen would go on to taste glory at Le Mans, 
was therefore the first driver from the United Kingdom to win a Macau 
Grand Prix for F3 cars. But he certainly wouldn’t be the last. So far, 11 
of the 40 Macau Grands Prix held since 1983 have been won by a total of 
10 UK racers. Northern Ireland’s Martin Donnelly made it back-to-back 
triumphs for the UK in 1987, and was followed by Scottish talent David 
Coulthard (1991), Ralph Firman (1996), another Scot in the form of Peter 
Dumbreck (1998), Darren Manning (1999), Mike Conway (2006), Oliver 
Jarvis (2007), Alex Lynn (2013) and Dan Ticktum (2017 and 2018). 


The UK is top of the table for Macau Grand Prix honours since 1983, 
and perhaps that’s little surprise. After the demise of the original FIA 
European F3 Championship at the end of 1984, the British series became 
the most competitive in Europe for the category for the next two decades. 
It’s worth noting, however, that while Dumbreck, Manning and Jarvis 
had initially made their names in the British championship, their Macao 
successes all came after they had moved to the Japanese series with top 
team TOM’S. 


By the early 2000s, only the German and French championships 
remained as viable alternatives, and these merged for 2003 to form the 
F3 Euro Series. A decade further on, the British championship ended, 
and the teams merged with their European counterparts under the FIA 
umbrella of a new FIA F3 European Championship, which ran from 
2012-18. 


Perhaps it’s no surprise bearing in mind this history that the next most 
successful nations in terms of Macau Grand Prix winners are France and 
Germany, with four victors apiece. And each country pretty much defined 
an era. Germany's breakthrough Macao star was the great Michael 
Schumacher in 1990, and he was rapidly followed by a hat-trick for the 
country of Jorg Miller in 1993, Sascha Maassen in 1994 and younger 
brother Ralf Schumacher in 1995. Then France took over the baton, with 
Soheil Ayari scoring in 1997, followed by a hat-trick of Tristan Gommendy 
(2002), Nicolas Lapierre (2003) and Alexandre Prémat (2004). 
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LEONG HON CHIO 


The third and final hat-trick of Macau Grand Prix winners since 1983 
falls to Macao, China , with Leong Hon Chio (2020-21) and Chang Wing 
Chung (2022) winning the Formula 4 editions, two decades after André 
Couto triumphed in 2000 in the Formula 3 field. 


Surprisingly, Italy has provided just two winners: Enrico Bertaggia in 
1988 and Edoardo Mortara in 2009 and 2010. And even here we have 
to attach provisos: Mortara raced as an Italian in his F3 days, but now 
competes with allegiance to Switzerland, the nation of his birth. He even 
has French heritage too. Similarly, 1996 winner Firman raced under 
the UK flag back then, but has often carried the Irish tricolour from his 
mother’s ancestry. Perhaps we can bump it up to 15 nations that have 
won in Macao since 1983! 


Other nations with two Macau Grand Prix winners in this period are 
Sweden, with Rickard Rydell claiming victory in 1992, and then Felix 
Rosengqvist in 2014 and 2015, and Japan, for which Takuma Sato and 
Keisuke Kunimoto won in 2001 and 2008, respectively. Meanwhile, 
Portugal also has two wins, but both of these - in 2012 and 2016 - were 
taken by Antonio Félix da Costa. 


And this leaves the single winners. Apart from Denmark, we've had 
Australia (David Brabham in 1989), Spain (Daniel Juncadella in 2011), 
and the Netherlands (Richard Verschoor in 2019 on the first running 
of the Macau Grand Prix for the new FIA Formula 3 International 
Championship regulations). 


This leaves some prominent motorsport nations without Macau Grand 
Prix winners in this period, so perhaps it’s worth pointing out that the 
United States has produced two podium finishers (Richard Antinucci and 
Logan Sargeant), and Finland three (Mika Salo, Heikki Kovalainen and 
Valtteri Bottas). But the record for most podiums without a win is held 
by New Zealand on four, courtesy of Mike Thackwell (1984 and 1985), 
Brendon Hartley (2008) and Nick Cassidy (2014). Other nations with 
podiums are Austria (Gerhard Berger and Lucas Auer), Estonia (Ralf 
Aron and Jiri Vips), Colombia (Guerrero), Canada (Jacques Villeneuve), 
Poland (Robert Kubica twice), Belgium (Laurens Vanthoor) and Monaco 
(Charles Leclerc). 


Will any of those countries produce their first Macau Grand Prix winners 
this year, will this year’s triumph merely bolster the record of an already 
triumphant nation, or will it be an outsider breaking through? One thing 
is for sure: the grid will comprise a host of hungry young racers from all 
around the world, thanks to the vision of the event organizers and the 
city’s steadfast protection of its unique and beloved Guia Circuit. 2 
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Forty years ago, Formula 3 made its Guia Circuit debut. We look at how the 
biggest stars in international motorsport fared on one of the world’s most iconic 
race tracks right here in Macao. 


yrton Senna and Michael Schumacher. Two of the most celebrated names in motorsport 
history, with 10 Formula 1 World Championship titles between them. And they also 


have a combined total of two wins in the Formula 3 Macau Grand Prix. 


The Senna and Schumacher victories in Macao, in 1983 and 1990 respectively, are two of the most 
celebrated editions in the race’s history. The 1983 running, of course, was the first for Formula 3 cars, 
and kickstarted a four-decade tradition that continues to this day of Macao being a must to enter for 
any ambitious up-and-coming driver. Senna dominated in his West Surrey Racing-run Ralt-Toyota, 
entered by the Theodore Racing operation of Macau Grand Prix godfather Teddy Yip. It was Senna’s 


last F3 race, for F1 superstardom was just around the corner... 


Exciting young German Schumacher had already appeared in Macao in 1989, when he won the first 


heat of the then two-leg headline race at the wheel of a WTS Motorsport Reynard-Volkswagen, only to 


retire from the second. Twelve months later, with the same team, his duel with West Surrey Racing’s 
Mika Hakkinen was resolved when the Finn crashed as he tried an ill-advised manoeuvre going into 


the final lap. That race, understandably, went down in Macao folklore.

Senna and Schumacher’s wins are two prominent 
reasons why the Macau Grand Prix holds the 
reputation it has today, and why it has produced 
so many names who have gone on to fame and 
fortune at the top levels of motorsport. If you've 
followed Formula 1 this season, you may be 
surprised to learn that 17 of the 22 drivers to 
have taken part in a Grand Prix during 2023 have 
all competed at Macao during their early days. 


Senna and Schumacher are the only two drivers 
thus far to have won the F1 World Championship 
title and the Macau Grand Prix during the race’s 
F3 era, however ten F1 world champions have 
competed in Macao during their early careers. 


Hakkinen we have already documented, but what 
about Lewis Hamilton? The man who would go 
on to match Schumacher'’s tally of seven F1 titles 
made his second Macao appearance in 2004 
with the Manor Motorsport team. He won the 
Qualification Race, only to crash during Grand 
Prix along with future Mercedes F1 team-mate 
and fellow world champion Nico Rosberg on the 
second lap. Hamilton was eventually classified 
14th. Current superstar Max Verstappen rocked 
up in 2014 with Van Amersfoort Racing with an 
F1 deal in his pocket for 2015 at the age of 17. 
The Dutchman was running ahead of eventual 
Macau Grand Prix winner Felix Rosenqvist in the 
Qualification Race when he hit the wall, and had 
to storm from the back of the grid to seventh in 
the main race. 


The other four future F1 world champions to 
compete in Formula 3 in Macao all finished on 
the podium. Damon Hill took second place in 
1988 with Intersport Racing, Jacques Villeneuve

was third in 1992 with Toyota Team TOM’S, a 
teenaged Jenson Button was the 1999 runner-up 
with the Promatecme Renault team, and ASM’s 
Sebastian Vettel was third in 2005 at the tender 
age of 18. 


Those 10 F1 champions are among a staggering 
total of 32 F1 Grand Prix race winners to have 
competed in Formula 3 machinery in Macao, and 
the earliest of those to record an F1 victory is not 
who you might think... When the 1983 edition of 
the race was organised, time constraints made 
it a challenge to assemble a field exclusively 


of Formula 3 champions and front-runners, 
and several of the faces occupying the cockpits 
were drivers stepping down from F1 or other 
higher echelons of the sport. Some of them had 
experience already of Macao from its previous 
Formula Atlantic era - and therefore an existing 
addiction to the challenges of the Guia Circuit. 
Through the 1980s, Macao featured a mix of the 
F3 superstars of the day and drivers from higher 
formulae taking them on. 


In 1985, the Murray Taylor Racing team fielded 
René Arnoux, the winner of seven F1 Grands 


Prix with Renault and Ferrari from 1980-83, who 
had been let go by the Italian team one race into 
that season. Commendably, bearing in mind the 
vastly different power-to-weight ratio of F3 cars 
compared to the turbocharged F1 monsters of 
the day, Arnoux set to work learning the Guia 
Circuit, qualified in the middle of the field, and 
finished a solid sixth. 


Of the other 31 F1 Grand Prix winners to have 
raced in Macao not as an interregnum to their F1 
careers, but as a genuine stepping stone to the 
sport’s pinnacle, two of them took victory around 
the famous 6.2km circuit. David Coulthard 
triumphed at Macao in 1991 before winning in F1 
with Williams and McLaren, while Schumacher’s 
brother Ralf made it a family double in 1995 and 
would become another F1 victor with Williams. 
To these we can add Macao podiums for Gerhard 
Berger in the inaugural F3 Grand Prix in 1983, 
Eddie Irvine in the famous Schumacher/ 
Hakkinen year of 1990, Jarno Trulli in both 
1995 and 1996 - in the latter year a late red flag 
cruelly denied the Italian a Macao victory, Heikki 
Kovalainen in 2002, Robert Kubica in 2004 (after 
the Hamilton/Rosberg tangle) and 2005, Valtteri 
Bottas in 2010, and current Ferrari star Charles 
Leclerc in 2015. 


F1, of course, is not the only coveted top-level title 
in motorsport. Macao’s influence on the rollcall 
of Indianapolis 500 winners is unsurprisingly 
smaller than it is upon F1 racing, but still it’s 
impressive to realise that seven drivers to have 
won the legendary American race have done

so after competing on the Guia Circuit in F3. 
Villeneuve and his fellow F1 race winner Juan 
Pablo Montoya are among those to have won at 
Indy as well as take on the challenge of Macao, 
but the only man to win both is Takuma Sato. The 
popular Japanese warrior triumphed in Macao 
in 2001 with Carlin Motorsport, and many years 
later won at Indy in both 2017 and 2020. 


From season-long IndyCar competition, there 
are again seven former F3 Macau Grand Prix 
participants among the championship winners. 
Once more Villeneuve and Montoya feature 
among these names, which go right up to 2023 
title winner Alex Palou, who could not catch any 
sort of a break on his two Macao outings in 2014 
and 2017. The great Alessandro Zanardi is also 
on this list - not that the Italian’s run to seventh 
place in Macao in 1990 will have captured 
much attention amid the headline-grabbing 
Schumacher/Hakkinen dramas. 


Along with the Indy 500, the world’s other 
single most famous non-F1 race is the Le Mans 
24 Hours. Astonishingly, no fewer than 42 
winners of the French endurance classic have 
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also competed in the F3 Macau Grand Prix. And 
in two cases, it was a few months after they won 
Le Mans. 


That inaugural 1983 running of the Macau Grand 
Prix for F3 cars included 40-year-old Australian 
ex-F1 driver Vern Schuppan, who had been a 
regular on the Guia Circuit in the Atlantic era and 
had won Le Mans that June for Porsche. Another 
ex-F1 racer, Dutchman Jan Lammers, went on to 
chalk up three consecutive F3 podiums at Macao 
in 1985-87, won Le Mans for Jaguar in 1988, and 
returned to Macao in November to finish sixth. 
Incidentally, Lammers’s co-drivers that June 
with Jaguar were Andy Wallace (1986 Macau 
Grand Prix winner) and Johnny Dumfries, the 
first time a Le Mans-winning car was crewed 
entirely by drivers who had F3 Macau Grand Prix 
experience. And it certainly wouldn’t be the last! 


Apart from Wallace, among those to win both in 
Macao and at Le Mans are John Nielsen (1984, 
then 1990 with Jaguar), David Brabham (1989, 
2009 with Peugeot) and Mike Conway (2006, 2021 
with Toyota). The French race's most revered star, 
Danish legend Tom Kristensen, was also a three- 


time competitor in the F3 Macau Grand Prix 
before going on to set an all-time record of nine 
Le Mans wins. His best result in the F3 classic 
was second in 1993 for Toyota Team TOM’S. And 
those of you who watched the thrilling 2023 action 
from Le Mans may have recognised two of the 
drivers who piloted the winning Ferrari: James 
Calado competed in Macao in 2010, while Antonio 
Giovinazzi felt he should have won in 2015 - he 
crossed the line first in the Qualification Race, 
only for a controversial time penalty to give him 
too much work to do in the Grand Prix, in which 
he finished fourth. 


With such a glittering galaxy of stars to have 
competed in the F3 Macau Grand Prix, you can 
be sure that somewhere on that 2023 grid will 
be at least a handful of future top names of the 
sport. They may not win; they may instead bury 
themselves into one of the unforgiving barriers 
and return to the paddock as passengers of the 
hard-working Macao flatbed truck drivers. But 
at least they will know that they have taken on 
this unforgiving street circuit like so many greats 
before them.

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he list of former winners is a who’s who 

of international GT racing. Hong Kong’s 

Darryl O’Young was the inaugural winner 
in 2008, and added a second crown in 2021. 
Edoardo Mortara, known as ‘Mr Macao’, is a 
four-time winner of the race, having won three 
in a row between 2011 and 2013, and a fourth 
in 2017. 


Mercedes star Maro Engel is a three-time winner. 
Others to have lifted the trophy include Laurens 
Vanthoor, Augusto Farfus and Raffaele Marciello. 


Put simply, winning the Macau GT Cup puts a 
driver on the map, and this year the race will 
be even more special thanks to the return of 
its designation as the official FIA GT World Cup. 
It is a title the race enjoyed from 2015 to 2019, 
before it was paused as the world dealt with the 
challenges of the global pandemic. Now, it’s back - 
making this one of the most highly-anticipated 
Macau GT Cups of all time. 


So what makes this race so prestigious? Well, 
it starts with the Macau Grand Prix’s standing 
on the world motorsport stage. The ultra- 
challenging Guia Circuit is known as one of 
the toughest in the world. To hustle a GT3 car 
between those walls and barriers at speed is a 
stern test for even the finest drivers. 


And it is the finest drivers who make up the 
Macau GT Cup grid. Unlike the majority of 
international GT races around the world, 
which run to Pro-Am rules, this is a sprint race 
exclusively for the professionals. That’s why the 
pace is so uncompromising. This is the best GT 
talent in the world. No pitstops, no strategy. Just 
flat-out motor racing. 


This year may just be the toughest Macau GT Cup 
field ever with a huge contingent of European- 
based factory GT drivers making the trip. Among 
them is Jules Gounon, considered one of the 
most in-form GT drivers on the planet. The 


Frenchman, a factory Mercedes driver, has won 
the last three Bathurst 12 Hours consecutively. 
He’s also the reigning 24 Hours of Daytona 
winner and a two-time Spa 24 Hours champion. 
One of the very few things missing from his 
incredible CV is a Macau GT Cup victory. 


But Gounon is not the only world-class GT driver 
in the field desperate for a taste of victory in 
Macao. Last season’s DTM champion Sheldon 
van der Linde will be looking to give BMW its 
second Macao crown after Augusto Farfus’s 2018 
victory. Porsche, meanwhile, has factory stars 
Kévin Estre - who arrives fresh from a debut in 
the Bathurst 1000 - and Thomas Preining at its 
disposal. As well as New Zealander Earl Bamber, 
who finished third the last time the FIA GT World 
Cup title was up for grabs. 


It’s not just the drivers that desperately want 
bragging rights in Macao. GT racing engages the 
world’s biggest luxury carmakers, and they all 
treasure success on the Guia Circuit. 


Mercedes is the most successful brand in 
Macao history with seven wins, compared to 
four for Audi, two for Lamborghini and one 
each for Porsche and BMW. Missing from that 
list is perhaps the most famous sportscar 
manufacturer in the world - Ferrari. There isn’t 
much the Prancing Horse hasn’t achieved in 
world motorsport, but a Macau GT Cup win has 
proven allusive. Perhaps this time, with factory 
ace Daniel Serra, it will be their year. 


Of course, to win at Macao you have to beat the 
experts. Vanthoor, Farfus and Marciello will be 
right there, looking to add to their Macao legacy. 
Perhaps the toughest to beat, though, will be 
Engel. The German, a factory Mercedes driver, 
delivered a crushing win last year. This time he 
will be looking to join Mortara on four Macao 
wins. Not that Mortara is going to want to share 
the record. He finished second last year, and will 
be back trying to add a fifth title to his name. 


Driving talent from the Asian GT scene can 
never be underestimated, and the region is now 
producing talent that is competitive against the 
‘imports’. The likes of Adderly Fong, Marchy Lee 
and David Chen Weian are all Macao experts that 
know the circuit like the back of their hands, 
while Ye Hongli won the race in 2020. 


Whatever happens on the Guia Circuit as the FIA 
GT World Cup returns to Macao, history will be 
made. = 
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MOTORCYCLE MASTER 
o—f MACAO 


With nine wins and 21 podium finishes on his CV, Michael Rutter is the undisputed 
master of the Macau Motorcycle Grand Prix. The evergreen 51-year-old returns 
to this year’s 55th running of the race on an FHO Racing BMW as he chases 
an incredible tenth victory around the formidable Guia Circuit. 
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utter says, as he joins Josh Brookes and 

Peter Hickman ona trio of M1000RR BMW 

superbikes. “I’ve raced against them 
so much in the past so although it'll be highly 
competitive, the three of us will be a strong team. 
It'll be great to be back racing at Macao with 
FHO Racing and with my long-term sponsors, 
Bathams, also onboard, it would be great to 
secure win number ten!” 


The Englishman won on his last appearance in 
Macao, riding his luck to claim victory from Peter 
Hickman, while last year the race was won by 
Erno Kostamo. The Finn became the first non- 
British winner since 1997, three years after 
Rutter made his Macao debut. “It was so hot and 
| had never felt anything like it before,” he recalls 
of his first visit. “It was a very different city then.” 


As a youngster, Rutter had travelled to race 
meetings all over the world with his famous 
racing father, the late Tony Rutter. Bitten by the 
racing bug, Michael was just 17 when he made his 
debut on the British circuits in 1989. “Throughout 


my career | have always raced everywhere and anywhere that | can.” he 
explains, “I’ve raced in all kinds of places and it was the ‘Headmaster’, as 
we called Mike Trimby, who gave me my chance in Macao.” 


Trimby, who passed away last September, competed in the Macao 
motorcycle race before managing rider recruitment at the event for 34 
years. The debut of Trimby’s young protégé did not go to plan, however, 
when the engine of Rutter’s McCulloch Ducati blew. Rutter would also fail 
to complete the race the following year before claiming his first podium 
in 1996, when he finished third behind race winner Phillip McCallen and 
runner-up, Roger Bennett. His maiden victory came two years later on the 
Honda Britain RC45. 


The ‘Blade’, as he is nicknamed, has only missed two Macau Motorcycle 
Grands Prix since making his debut, once due to the prevailing travel 
restrictions of last year, and once because of a clause in his 2001 contract 
that forced him to compete in another event. “Every contract I’ve signed 
since then has the Macau Grand Prix written into it.” Rutter smiles. 


On those occasions when Rutter hasn’t won on the 6.2km Guia circuit, he 
has usually finished in the first three, claiming an astonishing 21 podiums. 
So impressive is his Guia Circuit record that a new waxwork statue of the 
rider stands in the Macau Grand Prix Museum. 
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So what is the secret of the Englishman’s success? 
“It is important to have a good bike and a good 
team behind you and | have always tried to make 
sure that | have had that,” Rutter says. 


His machines have included factory-spec 
Hondas, Yamahas and Ducatis plus the exotic 
RCV213 Honda he rode in 2018 and 2019. “The 
RCV was special,” he says. “It sounded so 
fantastic echoing around the Armco and nobody 
else had anything like that.” 


Chalking up seven TT wins and 14 North West 
200 successes during his career, Rutter is a 
road racing legend but he admits to have being 
daunted by the Guia Circuit at first sight.“The 
Armco stunned me,” he grimaces. “There is no 
pavement anywhere either but it isn’t a hard 
track to learn. There are three fast corners and 
the rest is all left, right, left so you just have to 
learn which bits go left and which go right. When 
you are young, you are more brave!” 


Remarkably, the undisputed two-wheel master 
of Macao claims to have suffered only two major 
‘moments’ while competing here. “In the first 


one | was racing with Stuart Easton and tipped in 
too early and clobbered the barrier which threw 
me on to the other side of the track.” Rutter 
recalls. “I hit it good and hard and | was all over 
the place. The other moment was when | lost the 
front at Mandarin. It was a huge front-end slide. | 
wasn’t even ona quick lap but the front just went 
and | don’t know why.” 


Meticulous in his preparation, the English 
veteran tries to approach Macao with a strategy 
but he admits his plans haven’t always worked 
out. “Macao is hard work to ride but when you are 
out in front, winning, you can control the pace,” 
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Rutter reflects. “I could pull away and then ride 
within myself to win before riders like Steve 
Plater came along, but after Steve appeared it 
was really about who was the bravest.” 


Plater won in 2006, ending a four year victory 
run for Rutter. “Steve trained hard and he was 
the most determined rider I’ve raced against in 
Macao,” he says. Rutter also singles out four- 
time Macao winner and the lap record holder 
since 2010, Stuart Easton, as another tough 
competitor. “Stuart was a natural, one of the 
best,” he says. “He didn’t look like he was trying 
when you followed him and when he was on the 
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right bike and in the right frame of mind, he 
made the rest of us look stupid.” 


A true sportsman, Rutter is always the first to 
applaud the success of his rivals. “Anyone who 
has beaten me in Macao has ridden hard to do 
it,” he says. “The most important thing is that 
| enjoy the whole experience of Macao. | am 
waiting for it to come around each year, like 
the North West 200 and the TT. It is about more 
than just the racing and of course you also need 
luck, but my Dad always told me that if you 
enjoy what you do you will be quick and | think 
that is true.” 2 


As settings in which to bring the curtain down on a worldwide tour go, they don’t come 
any better than Macao’s Guia Circuit. That’s exactly where the stars of the Kumho TCR 
World Tour will find themselves as they take centre stage for one final time in 2023 at 
the end of an eight-month tour that’s taken in headline acts on four continents. 


fter the final season of the WTCR - FIA World Touring Car Cup concluded in late 

November 2022, the World Tour emerged in its place. The concept is simple: it takes 

its stars - nine full-time heavyweights representing Audi, Honda, Hyundai and Lynk & 
Co - and drops them in with other series, pitting them against the best from TCR’s regional 
offerings to prove their status as top dogs. 


It's a journey that’s taken the drivers - who, from Asia, Europe, and South America, 
represent just as diverse a competition make-up as the TCR World Tour calendar - to four 
distinct regions: classic European circuits Portimao, Spa-Francorchamps, Vallelunga and 
the Hungaroring, to El Pinar in Uruguay and San Luis in Argentina, plus an Australian 
double-header, before heading to Macao. 


“We need to have a pinnacle of the sport, we need to have a pinnacle of touring car racing,” 
says Rob Huff, the Macau Guia Race record win holder who needs little introduction, about 
what has been achieved in the first full season of the TCR World Tour. “And not only that, as 
drivers we're racing at tracks that we could only ever have dreamt of driving at. That on top 
is no small feat at all. I'm hugely impressed with it. 


“To me for the last 20 years, Macao has meant the grand finale of the season. So to be able 
to get that back ona full international basis, especially on the 70th anniversary of the Macau 
Grand Prix, | think it is perfect timing.”

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The result of preserving a top-line, international touring car presence for 
2023 has seen a change of concept compared to the near-two decades of 
World Touring Car competition. What’s unquestionable for Huff and many 
others is that touring car racing needs that established top level for drivers 
to aim for - and that the new format has been a hit. 


“I feel the concept has changed completely, in a great way,” says Ma Qing Hua, 
who carries China's hopes in the World Tour. “It has attracted a lot of teams 
and drivers, because we always race against all the local championships, 
which is great: we have more cars, we have more action during the races. 
There's a lot of things going on! But to also have that on tracks like Macao on 
the calendar is amazing.” 


The new concept sees local and regional TCR competitors racing wheel-to- 
wheel with the World Tour drivers, a situation which allows the former to 
benchmark their skills against the best-of-the-best, and ensures the latter 
remain at the top of their game. 


Says Ma’s Cyan Racing Lynk & Co team-mate Yann Ehrlacher, a two-time 
WTCR champion: “Some people say it can be arrisk, because if we get beaten 
by a few cars or drivers from a regional championship, then it doesn't look

good; that it might mean we don't deserve our placing on the world stage. 
But at some point, | kind of believe we are there for a reason and I'm not scared 
at all to compete with drivers, maybe young drivers, that are hoping at some 
point to race on the world stage.” 


So while the World Tour might have top billing in the TCR ecosystem, as 
Ehrlacher suggests it’s down to the drivers involved to prove they’re the 
best. Huff says the fact they have done so shows just how seriously and 
professionally everyone involved is taking it. “Driving in the World Tour, the 
top level is obviously always expected of you as a driver and as teams,” he 
says when asked what pressure is on the teams and drivers involved to live 
up to their reputation. “But quite frankly, | look at it in another way that we 
as a World Tour - this is what | like about the format - go and join other 
people. We might have heard of some of the names of the drivers, but we 
don't know how they race. We don’t know what they're like side-by-side. We 
don't know much about them. And let's not forget, we go to their home turf, 
where they've grown up. 


When it comes to Macao, Huff reckons this “could well be the one where 
there’s a few upsets” to the order, and recognises just what a threat the local 
and regional frontrunners in action this weekend will pose. 


Ma, Macau Guia race one winner in 2021, agrees. “I think the level is really 
good this year,” he says. “If you watch TCR China this year, | think the 
competition level is really, really tough. | think it’s one of the toughest TCR 
series around the world. And most of the drivers know Macao as well and 
have raced here a few times. They know the track, they've driven it more 
recently than us, and they know the story of Macao.” 


We'll find out whether a local challenge comes to fruition over the course 
of four days of action. But for now, the world’s best tin-top performers are 
raring to go to finally take to their favourite stage again in Macao. “Macao is 
something different, it's like a track from a different planet,” says Ehrlacher, 
who will return to Macao for the first time since clinching his two world 
titles. “I've only finished a season there once, in 2018, but to be honest it’s 
on my wish list to be fighting for a championship when you arrive in Macao. 
Whether you win or not - of course winning is something extra - to be a 
driver that can win and fight for a championship when you're in Macao would 
definitely be a career highlight.” 


Ma adds: “It’s great for a world series to come back to Macao, as we're doing 
with the TCR World Tour. As this is the 70th anniversary it’s going to be an 
amazing weekend, and a really exciting event for all the Chinese motorsport 
fans. | feel it’s going to be a bit more pressure. Everybody's expecting this 
great event and a great performance. But I’m quite confident on this track, 
I've done some great results. 


And Huff, who’s had his fair share of Macau Guia Race celebrations says 
this is the rightful place for the finale. “To have the buzz around us, to have 
some crazy fans all over the world, you very much do feel like a rockstar - 
especially when you arrive in the Macao paddock,” he says. “[It’s] different 
to just about every other paddock all over the world. It’s full. And it's full of 
the most amazing race fans that you could ever ask for. It's not why we sign 
up to do this job, but we very much take it humbly and enjoy the experience. 


“So when you tell a driver that Macao will be the final race of the year, where 
a title is decided, it just makes the hairs on the back of your neck stand up. 
It's a very difficult sensation to describe, but it just makes you tingle.” = 


THE KUMHO TCR WORLD TOUR IN ACTION (IMAGE: WSC)

Asian motorsport has enjoyed yet another exceptional season in 2023, 
as the touring car, GT, and single-seater competitions drew grids 
teeming with both quantity and quality, reinvigorating the vibrant 
regional racing scene. Asian, and particularly Chinese, drivers and 
teams also made a strong mark overseas this season.

(CTCC)/TCR China firmly established itself 

as one of the biggest and best championships 
of its category in the world. Hyundai and 
Dongfeng Honda deployed factory teams, joining 
the Lynk & Co factory armada to battle for 
honours in the biggest TCR series on the Asian 
continent. The series attracted the big names 
of the sport such as former WTCR driver Jack 
Young, former Macau Grand Prix winner André 
Couto, Hyundai Motorsport Junior factory driver 
Max Hart and two-time Macau Guia Race winner 
Zhang Zhi Qiang. 


Te year the China Touring Car Championship

The series generated so much hype that 
renowned Hong Kong entertainer Aaron Kwok 
has chosen to join Shell Teamwork Lynk & Co 
Racing as a guest driver, and will be behind the 
wheel of one of the team's Lynk & Co 03 cars in 
the final two TCR China events in Zhuzhou and 
Macao. 


In addition to the high level of competition, the = 
impressive variety of manufacturers represented 


on the grids this season includes Audi, Cupra, ; 
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Meanwhile, at the Guangdong International 
Circuit, the Macau Roadsport Challenge entered 
a new era. Organized by the Automobile General 
Association Macao-China (AAMC), the series is 
now exclusively reserved for Toyota GR86 and 
Subaru BRZ cars. The inaugural season series 
witnessed a significant increase in participation 
due to the accessibility and cost-effectiveness of 
the road-based cars. With drivers from Macao, 
Mainland China and Hong Kong, the overwhelming 
response led the AAMC to divide the field of more 
than forty cars into two separate grids. 


Equally popular are the sports car competitions, 
drawing a multitude of cars and participants from 
across Greater China to the most prestigious 
series. With a four-event calendar, the Top Speed 
Shanghai-promoted GT Super Sprint Challenge 


continued to attract the finest amateur drivers. 
Absolute Racing’s Hu Bo, behind the wheel of an 
Audi R8 LMS GT3 evo II, outpaced Ruan Cunfan 
and teammate Vincent Lin to claim the GT3 
championship, while Lin Weixiong secured the 
GT4 title with HEHEHE Racing's Porsche 718 
Cayman GT4 RS Clubsport. 


The China GT Championship made history by 
hosting the inaugural race weekend at the 
brand-new Zhengzhou International Circuit. 
Two-time Formula 4 Macau Grand Prix winner 
Charles Leong Hon Chio won both races at the 
state-of-the-art Henan Province circuit in his 
Harmony Racing Ferrari 488 GT3. This season 
the championship also raced at the Pingtan track 
in Fujian Province, currently the only active street 
circuit in Mainland China. 


The China Endurance Championship is maintaining 
its momentum as the country’s only national- 
level endurance series. With healthy grids in 
both the touring car and GT classes, this long- 
distance series has played a pivotal role in the 
development of the local car industry, and for the 
first time, has witnessed the inclusion of a hybrid 
car. The Chinese automaker Aeolus’s factory 
team is entering a Yixuan MAX hybrid model 
equipped with a 1.5 T “Mach power” engine (ICE) 
and a 60-kW electric motor generator unit. 


Endurance racing also returned to the home of 
Chinese motorsport this year, with the Shanghai 
8 Hours held in October at the city’s Hermann 
Tilke-designed F1 circuit. 


Away from home, Chinese teams and drivers also 
found success in GT racing overseas. Shanghai- 
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THE FANATEC GT WORLD CHALLENGE ASIA POWERED BY AWS ATTRACTED RECORD GRIDS, AND 
CROWNED ANTHONY LIU AS ITS FIRST-EVER CHINESE CHAMPION THIS SEASON [IMAGES: SRO 


MOTORSPORTS GROUP] 


based Absolute Racing took a 1-2 finish at the 
2023 Sepang 12 Hours as international endurance 
racing returned to Southeast Asia, with a dominant 
performance by Indonesian Andrew Haryanto, 
22-year-old Chinese youngster Yu Kuai and Audi 
Sport driver Markus Winkelhock. 


While motorsport continues to develop at a 
rapid pace across China, with ever-growing 
numbers of teams and drivers and increasing 
levels of manufacturer support, by far the most 
impressive regional championship is the Fanatec 
GT World Challenge Asia Powered by AWS. 


Celebrating record grids, the series thundered its 
way across Thailand's Chang International Circuit, 
and Japan’s Fuji, Suzuka, Motegi and Okayama 
race tracks, before reaching the climax of its six- 
round, 12-race 2023 season at Malaysia’s Sepang 
International Circuit. There, Craft-Bamboo’s 
Anthony Liu was crowned the 2023 Fanatec 
GT World Challenge Asia drivers’ champion - 
the series first-ever Chinese champion - after 
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Malaysia’s Abu Bakar Ibrahim and seasoned Thai 
campaigner Vutthikorn Inthraphuvasak both failed 
to overturn their 19-point championship deficits at 
the final double-header of the year. 


The Thailand Super Series continued to grab 
the attention of Asian fans, and in 2023 it 
once again attracted an international entry 
for its competitive GT class. The six-stop 
season included rounds at Burriram’s Chang 
International Circuit, the beachside Bangsaen 
Grand Prix street circuit, and away visits to 
Malaysia’s Sepang International Circuit and a 
non-championship invitational race in support 
of the Singapore F1 Grand Prix. The season 
concludes back in Thailand at the Buriram track 
in December. 


The 2023 season also marked the return of the 
Porsche Carrera Cup Asia to regional venues, and 
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the return of the Lamborghini Super Trofeo Asia 
after a three-year absence. 


The FIA F4 Chinese Championship, which has 
been a part of the Macau Grand Prix for the past 
three years, is poised to embark on a new era 
with the introduction of the Mygale Gen 2 F4 car 
in 2024. Meanwhile, the Mygale M14-F4 Geely 
cars continue to demonstrate their popularity 
among young drivers as the series remains 
China’s premier junior open-wheel category for 
aspiring youngsters. Macao's Tiago Rodrigues 
and Hong Kong's Lui Kai Shun have been engaged 
in a title battle this year, while China's Liu Ruigi 
consistently shines whenever he can take time 
away from his European campaigns to compete 
in his home country. Additionally, many drivers 
from the F4 Chinese series will participate in the 
Macau Formula 4 Race this week. 


Shanghai-based Top Speed, renowned for 
organizing the Formula 4 United Arab Emirates 
and Formula Regional Asian and Middle East 
Championships held in January and February 
each year, introduced the latest generation 
of single-seater series to the region with the 
relaunch of the Formula 4 South East Asia 
Championship Certified by FIA in 2023, with 
races in Zhuzhou, Macao and Malaysia. The 
reinvigorated championship now features the 
cutting-edge Tatuus GEN2 chassis and the Fiat 
Abarth Turbo engine, a combination favored 
by major F4 Championships across the globe. 
As an added incentive, future F1 hopefuls have 
the chance to earn valuable FIA Super License 
points. But potentially even more crucial for 
the motorsport superstars of tomorrow is the 
opportunity to gain experience on Macao’s 
famous Guia Circuit, host to the all-important 
FIA F3 World Cup.
